My only ambition is to serve through my second 
term to the acceptance of my countrymen, whose gen- 
erous confidence I so deeply appreciate, and then, 
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with them, to do my duty in the ranks of private cit- 
izenship. 
[Signed ] “WILLIAM McKINLEY. 
“Executive Mansion, Washington, June 10, 1901.” 
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This announcement was handed out from the 
White House this noon, and is the result of the Cab- 
inet meetings held last evening and this morning. 
Late yesterday the President went riding with Secre- 
tary of the Navy Long. in whose political acumen he 
has great faith. He told Secretary Long that it would 
be his duty to announce that he would not be a candi- 
date for a third term. There was some discy ion as 
to whether guch announcement was necesiiry, but 
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would be a very good plan to make an announceniér 
and. stop the gossip. They finally decided that a Cab- 
inet meeting would better be called, not to discuss the 
possibilities of a third term, but to decide whether the 
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gossip about it was worth an answer from the Presi- 
dent.

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The President's announcement called 
forth only approval in Washington. No 
surprise was expressed that he had 
made such a statement, for many of 
his political friends have expected that 
he would soon settle the talk of a 
third term by saying that he would 
have none of it. 

Secretary Wilson said: “The talk is 
of no importance. The President has 
merely stopped some summer gossip; 
that is all. 

In fact, the general attitude was that 
some people had, wittingly or unwit- 
tingly, been talking seriously about an 
impossible thing, and that the sooner 
that sort of business was brought to 
an end, the better it would be for the 
Precident, for the country, and for the 
Republican party. The President hopes 
that he may serve out a good part of 
the 1:emainder of his term without hav- 
ing any very great amount of politics 
iajected into It. 

Speaking of the President's action, 
Pestmaster-General Smith said: “This 
act pf self-abnegation on the part of 
the President is another proof of his 
patriotic public spirit, and his great- 
ness. In taking this step he not only 
followed his personal inclinations, but 
he actcd from a deep sense of duty, 
and from his belief in a principle of 
our institutions which he thinks is ab- 
solute and unchangeable. Beyond this, 
his administration is dealing with great 
public questions of first magnitude, 
which he feels should everywhere be 
considered fully and exclusively in their 
merits, without the possibility of an 
imputation in any quarter of a personal 
thought or purpose. It might be said 
he is hardly called upon at this stage 
to give any expression on the subject, 
but he felt that a perfectly free and 
untrammeled consideration of these 
questions required him to speak so that 
no other possible issue could be in- 

Secretary Long's view of the an- 
nouncement is as follows: “I think 
the President, by this act, has given 
another evidence of his wisdom and 
patriotism. I am satisfied personally 
that he docs not desire nor would have 
been willing to accept a third term. 
After eight years of the burdens and 
responsibilities of office, he will look 
forward to the relief of private life. As 


‘a matter of principle and conviction, 


also, he would not accept a third term, 
and has evidently felt it his duty to 
confirm the traditions of his country in 
this respect. This action of his, I be- 
lieve, will do more than anything else 
can do to settle the question for all 
time. The whole thing is another evi- 
dence of the President's right-minded- 
ness, disinterestedness and entire con- 
secration to the best interests of his 
country, and the obligations of his 
great trust.”

The President is a domestic man, and 
in the midst of the anxiety and per- 
plexities of his high office his mind has 
constantly turned toward his quiet 
Canton home, a return to which both 
he aa his wife have looked forward 
to with great anticipation.” 

The President already is deluged with 
telegrams commendatory of his an- 
noundement putting at rest bal th'rd- 
term rumors. These telegrams began 
arriving at the White House this even- 
ing. and are from prominent persons 
throughout the country. They place 
emphasis on the opportuneness of te 
statement and the beneficent effect on 
the country from a political stand-

The mate of the vessel, 
Adam Huber, was murdered by the 
Chinese cook, and the latter, after ter- 
rorizing the whole crew by holding pos- 
session of the galley for nearly twen- 
ty-four hours, during which it was 
every moment feared that he would 
fet fire to the vessel, was subjected to 
a steaming process to bring him out, 
but shot himself rather than come 
torth and be captured, and when the 
crew finally entered the gailey they 
found the Chinaman's body literally 
cooked by steam. 

The trouble occurred May 9%, when te 
vessel was seven days out on her jour. 
ney. The members of the crew state 
that they do not know the caure of the 
quarrel that finally ended in the double 
tragedy. Huber entered the galiev 
where the cook, Ah Kee, was doing his 
* . A moment later, as he came 
out, Ah Kee fired at him, twice with 
a revolver. The mate fell near the 
companionway and died almost before 
he could be removed to the cabin. The 
cook retreated into the galley and 
fired a tot. It was impossible to en- 
ter the galley except through a very 
narrow space, down a ladder from the 
high deckload of lumber, and the Chi- 
na mans attitude convinced all that it 
was certain death for anyone to at- 
tempt to make the entrance. 

Capt. Smith distributed arms among 
the crew, and tried to get Ah Kee, 
but Kee only showed himself once. 
Then the second mate covered him with 
a revolver, and the Mongolian went 
back into the galley. Night settled 
down, and the schooner continued on 
her course, with the galley in posses-

FOR IDAHO MINES.

Suit Involves Property Valued at Mil- 
lions—Startling Allegations of Plain- 
tiffs—History of the Claims Reads 
Like Fiction.

MOSCOW (Idaho) June 11.—-A sen- 
sational mining suit was filed in the 
Un-ted States Cireult Court here to- 
day. It is a battle of the giants. On 
one side are pitted Patrick Clark, the 
noted mining man of Spokane, and a 
group of assoctates; on the other 
Charles Sweeney, the well-known Spo- 
kane operator; F. R. Culbertson, an- 
other well-known Spokane mining man, 
and two big corporations, mining in 
Idaho and operating financially in New 
York City. 

Clark and associates charge Swee- 
ney and Culbertson with swindling 
them out of two mining claims in the 
Coeur d' Alenes valued at a million dol- 
lars. They sue for the recovery of 
these claims, for a receivership thereof, 
for an injunction restraining defend- 
ants from extracting ere from 
puted grounds, and for an accounting 
for ore already extracted, which is 
valued at about half a million. The al- 
legation is made that Sweeney's com- 
pany, the Buffalo Hump, is practically 
insolvent, and that the Empire State- 
Idaho Company has little property of 
value beyond the disputed ground. 

The complaint ts an imtensely inter- 
esting story of alleged intrigue, false- 
hood and misrepresentation by which 
it is claimed the injured owners of the 
disputed claims were induced to part 
with property valued at a million dol- 
lars for a consideration of $4000. 

The disputed claims adjoin the Tiger- 
Poorman mine at Burke. Idaho. Clark 
and the other complainants alleged 
that Sweeney and Culbertson unlaw- 
fully explored the disputed ground by 
means of diamond drills, operated at a 
depth of 1600 feet: that they located a 
great ore chute, broke into it, extracted 
ore and paid dividends, and then 
bought the claims for $4000 on the al- 
leged falee representation that the 
ground was no good, The title of the 
bill is Patrick Clark.

The squirrel population of the pa 
is increasing somewhat, but not to 4 
degree which requires regulation.

Cat Hill, by the way, no longer de- 
serves this dame, for the legion of half 
wild cats which once made it their 
rendezvous is sald to be slowly dying 
out.

Snakes, too. are being exterminated. 
A policeman who saw a little garter 
snake in the lower end of the park 
this spring was as much imp 
as if it had been an alligator. There 
are snakes in the upper part of the 
park, but they are supposed to be 
practically extinct below the reser- 
votr. 

People scem to take an interest in 
everything that lives in the Park,” 
said the roundsman. “I don't care 
what it is, you're sure to find some- 
body, some time, 8 it. Take 
ants, for instance. Why. I've known 
people to sit on the ground by the 
hour and watch ants. But the funni- 
est thing I've seen yet was up in the 
Ramble the other day. It was two 
young ladies watching-—well, you'd 
never guess. When I saw them one of 
them was down on her knees in the 
path and the other was standing up. 
looking down through a pair of opera- 
glasses. I couldn't make out what 
they were looking at, so I strolled 
down by them, and, ff you'll believe 
me, they were studying a worm! One 
of those hard- shell worms, you know. 
Yes, sir! One girl on her knees and 
the other one peering through a pair 
of opera glasses. 

“Lots of folks bri a pair of opera 
glasses and watch t birds through 
them. I don't know why it is, but for 
the last year or two we've had twice 
as many women doing that as we ever 
had before. Most of them go to the 
Ramble because there are more varie- 
ties of birds there. Some people feed 
the birds’ too. But the children like 
the squirrels better. They get more 
attention than they know what to do 
with sometimes, ut the public is 
capricious, and, if the squirrels don't

Just 
as the ferocity of the wolf has been 
eliminatetd by breeding, se mischie- 
vousness and destructiveness would no 
longer be conspicuous traits in the 
modified simian character. We may 
have, in the well-trained ape of the 
twenty-first century, a ntle-man- 
nered and orderly household ettendant, 
such as a gilded youth of that day will 
be glad to employ as a valet. 

NEED NEW SERVANTS. 
“Has it ever occured to you to won- 
der at the fact that, out of all the 
multitudes of animals on the earth, 
we should have trained so few to 
serve us? It is certainly surprising 
when you come to think of it. The 
domestic animals we possess have 
come down to us from the days of 
Methuselah, and the notion of trying 
to add to their number has hardly oc- 
cured to us. In the plant kingdom 
we are constantly taking up new things 
and putting them to use, but not so 
with mammals and birds. 

“The point I want to make is that 
hitherto we have persisted in over- 
ng certain animals—namely: the 
monkey—which offered themselves to us 
in an obvious. way as suitable for 
domestication, being more like our- 
selves than any other living creatures, 
both in bodily form and in respect to 
intelligence. As we find them at pre- 
sent, they are not in a condition to be 
serviceable, it is true, but neither was 
the wolf of value until developed into 
the dog by breeding. Any thoughtful 
person who will observe an organ- 
grinder’s monkey, clad in jacket and 
trousers, doffing his Üttle cap and 
collecting pennies from a crowd, will 
discover in the spectacle an interest- 
ing lesson. It represents a crude at- 
tempt to utilize e brute in the 
capacity of a servant; and he does the 
work most capably, notwithstanding 
the fact that he is a mere captive out 
of the forest, and not in any proper 
sense a domesticated animal. 
“I don't see why we should not be 
able to develop a race of monkeys that 
would pick cotton and do many other 
things in the way unskilled labor. 
In the cotton fields, for example, each 
gang of twenty of thirty trained sim- 
ian pickers might be under the super- 
vision of an overseer, to whom they 
would bring their sacks as fast as they 
were filled.

However, when cleverness is in ques- 
tion, the orang is not ‘ar behind. 
Dr. Yvan attached to the French ex- 
pedition to China in 1848, had an 
orang from Borneo named Tuan wh 
clothed himself as soon as he coul 
get hold of any pieces of stuff for the 
purpose. He wept like a child for a 
mango fruit that had been taken away 
from him, and, when it was finally 
given back, threw it at his master’s 
head. Orangs are said to be the only 
animals besides man that laugh. They 
fight like reughs, beat their breasts 
when in grief, and the females suckle 
their young and carry 
theif hips precisely as do the women 
of Hindustan. 

CHIMPANZEE SEEMS BEST. 
In seeking to develop a superior race 
of domesticated monkeys, it would be 
obviously desirable to begin with one 
of the species of large, tailless, man- 
like apes, which, while the cleverest 
of the simin tribe, have the additional 
advantage of a near equality to hu- 
man beings in stature. Of these there 
are four to choose from—the gorilla, 


gibbon. The first’ two erctustwely 


African, the last two found only in 
Asia. But the gorilla may as well be 
shut out from consideration, partly 
because of its excessive ferocity—it is 
said to be the only living animal that 
will always attack man on sight—but 
also on account of its rarity. Its range 
is practically restricted to the forests 
in the neighborhood of the Gaboon 
River, and the capture even of a young 
specimen is a matter of extreme dif- 
ficulty. 

The gorilla and chimpanzee are man's 
nearest cousins, the orang and gibbon 
having come off the main stem of 
descent at an earlier and more remote 
period. Orangs are to be found only 
in Borneo and Sumatra; whereas half 
a dozen species of gibbons are plenti- 
ful in those two islands, Java, Malacca, 
Siam and Hindustan. The gibbon is 
slender and not over three feet high, 
commonly stands upright, and in that 
posture runs swiftly with a little help 
from its long arms and hands. The 
orang attains a height of 5 feet, with 
an arm reach of 7 feet & inches, and 
lives altogether in trees, descending 
only to procure water. ‘ 

The chimpanzee, which is the most 
itelligent of all the apes, is 5 feet high 
when full grown, and commonly aus- 
sumes an erect posture, leaning slightly 
forward. It dwells in companies, 
though more than five are seldom 
found together, and builds its nest or 
bed in the lower branches of, trees. 
Its range is from Sierra Leone to the 
Congo, and the natives of that region 
say that it was once recognized as a 
member of the human race, but was 
excluded from the society of man on 
account of bad conduct. 

LIKE MAN'S WAYS.

Maybe Uncle San could be persuaded 
to undertake breeding experiments with 
monkeys along the lines suggested. 
He spends millions of dollars every 
year on scientific investigations, and a 
modest $10,000 per annum would amply 
provide for this interesting work, the 
chief item of cost being for capturing 
the animals; for all of the great apes 
are scarce except the gibbons 
and the latter are exceedingly hard to 
catch. Artifical selection throuch a few 
generations would doubtless accomplish 
wonders, but,.once proved successful, 
the plan wothd be well worth carrying 
further, until, perhaps, a race of mon- 
keys might be dev far superior 
to the lowest savage in point of ip- 
telligence.

John W. Vaughn, of the local drug 
firm of Off & Vaughn, who went to 
trial before a jury in the criminal 
court on Monday, charged with felon- 
ijously presenting a false claim for 
drugs furnished the county to the Su- 
pervisors, was acquitted yesterday on 
the testimony elicited by the prosecu- 
tion. The State's evidence simply 
failed to prove the corpus delicti—in | 
other words, that any crime had been 
committed, 

That is why the jury returned a ver- 
dict of not guilty without retiring. 
They did so on advice of Judge Smith. 

Against Vaughn were four indict- | 
ments for similar alleged offences— 
two for alleged fraudulent items in 
bills for drugs furnished the County 
Hospital, one for drugs furnished the 
Free Dispensary and one for drugs 
furnished the County Farm. The 
cember County Hispital bill was the 
bone of contention in the trial just 
ended. It was for $308.08, of which 
amount about $25 was aileged to be 
fraudulent. As soon as this case falle g 
yesterday, the case based on the other 
hospital bills was dismissed, not only 
against Vaughn, but his co-defendants, 
Newlon and Smith, as well. Conse- 
quently the cases now pending are 
only two in number, and it is more 
than likely they, too, must be dismissed, 
for the evidence in all the cases was 
of the same character as taken before 
the grand jury.

Fatal Wasp Stings. 

{Chicago Chronicle:] In an article 
on the stings of wasps a British medi- 
cal journal cites the two following 
cases which have come under its no- 
tice: A strong, healthy girl of 27 was 
stung on the neck by a wasp and 
fainted. - regaining consciousness 
she compla of a general feeling of 
numbness end partial blindness and 
vomited. She recovered in the course 
of a few hours. Two months later she 
was stung again, this time on the hand. 
Her face became flushed. she again 
complained of numbness and blindness, 
suddenly became very pale, fainted and 
died twenty-five minutes after she was 
stung. 

Another case was that of a gir) of 22 
years, who was stung by a wasp be- 
hind the angle of the jaw. The sting 
was at once extracted, and ammonia 
applied. In a few minutes she com- 

lained of faintnerg and would have 
allen if she had ist been supported. 
Her face assumed an expression of 
great anxiety, and a few minutes later 
she was tossing on the bed, complain- 
ing of a horrible feeling of choking and 
of agonizing pain in the chest and ab- 
domen. Brandy gave no relief. There 
Was nausea, but no vomiting. She 
rapidly became insensiole and died fif- 
teen minutes after receiving the sting. 
The most probable explanation of 
such cases seems to lie in what is 
known as idiosyncrasy—thet is, ab- 
normal sensitiveness in particular in- 
dividuals to certain toxic agents. It is 
well known that drugs vary much in 
action on different people. What is a 
eafe dose for one is dangerously large 
for another. The inability of some 

le to eat strawberries or shellfish 
another instance of the same phe- 
nome on. The active agent of bee 
stings is generally believed to be for- 
mic acid. It therefore seems very de- 
sirable that we should have more ac- 
curate information regarding the ac- 
tion of this drug on different species 
of the lower animals and through 
them on man himself.

MUCH NEW LIGHT 


MURDERER NELSON. 


T ie now nearly two months since room where he committed the murder 


Mrs. Lillie Conway, landlady of the, 


Russell House at No. 616% South 
Main street, was murdered in colc 
blood in her apartments, and the mur- 
derer has not yet deen apprehended. 
This does not mean, however, that the 
police have given up hope of bringing 
him to justice. 

Nelson, the murderer, no doubt is 
many miles from the scene of his 
crime, but the police have not been idle 
since his flight, and several clews have 
been obtained which may eventually 
lead to the assaasin’s arrest, though 
he be many hundred miles from Los 
Angeles. There is a standing reward 
of $300 for his capture, and the police 
and detectives in every city in the 
country have been apprised of his 
crime and furnished a description o 
the culprit. 

HIS REAL NAME. 

One thing that the police have learned 
is that the murderer's name is Martin 
Nelson, not William Nelson, as he 
called himself in Los Angeles. They 
have learned also that he had a 
crooked career in various parts of the 
country. His life prior to coming to 

Angeles has been pretty wen 
traced, and the information gained in 
various ways is confidently expected 
to lead to his ultimate capture. 

There is not the least doubt in the 
minds of the local officials that Nel- 
son’s crime was prompted by jealousy. 
He became infatuated with Mrs. Con- 
way, while rooming at her house, and 
wanted to marry her, but she rejected 
him. The man of whom Neilson was 


jealous was “Prof.” Rabe, the animal 


trainer and snake charmer at the Chutes, 


where Nelson had deen employed as 
an assistant elec 
for Rabe that he did not share Mrs. 
Conway's fate, for it has been found 
out beyond the question of doubt, that 
Nelson armed himself on the even- 
ing of the tragedy and went 
to the Chutes with the inten- 
tien of shooting both Rabe and the 
woman. He expected to find them 
there in each other's company. Mrs. 
Conway had remained at home, how- 
ever, and another woman’ was with 
Rabe when Nelson came across him.

mitted. The murderer, thus had a 
good start to get out of the city or go 
in hiding. All the patroimen on the 
night watch were notified as soon as 


possible of the circumstances, and in- 
structed to keep a keen lookout. Of- 
ficers were also sent to all the rail- 


road yards to watch outgoing trains, 
and telephone messages and telegrams 


were sent to all the Southern Califor- 


nia towns that could be reached that 


night by wire, or the next morning. 
The statement that Nelson was seen 
at the Chutes after the shooting, 
proved, upon investigation, to have 
been incorrect. It was before the shoot- 
ing when he was looking for Rabe that 
he was seen there. The supposition is 
that he walked out of town as soon as 
he could after the shooting, and kept 
on walking until daylight. It was not 
until a few days after the tragedy that 
a tangible clew to his movements was 
obtained. Information came from 
Azusa two or three days after the mur- 
der that a man answering Nelson's de- 
scription arrived at the cabin of a col- 
family on the outskirts of Asusa 
early in the morning following the 
t 


After eating a hearty breakfast, served

ARE CLUB WOMEN SUPERFICIAL? 
I know a witty woman, herself an 
Ornament of one brilliant club, with 
whom it is a fixed opinion that club 
women are not readers. When the 
question arises fh the club, “Who has 
read such and such a book?” she an- 
“Oh, you must not question 
who has read a book; women 
who go to clubs do not read. Indeed, 
they to clubs to save themselves the 
trouble of reading. They think that 
listening to what some one else has 
read is an easier method.” 
This judgment when made genera! is 
and false, but it is ' doubtiess 
true that most careful readers of 
books, the deepest students of impor- 
tant subjects, are not to found in 
clubs at all, or they indu in their 
clubs, as they do in other pleasures, 
hot frequentiy. The club has, whether 
wittingly or not, been the meahs of in- 
troducing and apparently of commen(‘- 
ing the “short cut.” The trouble with 
the “short cut to knowledge of any 
kind is that it cuts out the essentials 
of the knowledge and gives to the per- 
gon who affects it only the must super- 
ficial uaintance with the relatively 
unessential fragments of the subject. 
The drawing-room lecture, the parlor 
class, are the fruits and adjuncts of 
the club. In every city there may be 
found women who literally enroll them- 
selves in every class that is formed un- 
Ger the names of any certain club 
which has interested their fancy, an 
who delude themselves into believin 
that they have pursued a subject, when 
what they have really done is to dissi- 
pate the powers by means of which if 
concentrated they could have attacked, 
nd assimilated the subject. 
of filtting from class to 
clase and listening first to one teacher 
and then to another as he expounds 
Browning or Brahma is to give one a 
khowledge more or less exact of what 
some one cise has read or studied or 
thought. But in getting this superfi- 
cial knowledge of what some one else 
gays about his own readings or his own 
thoughts one has lost the time and 
often the taste for first-hand reading, 
@tudying and thinking. The learning 
that is superficial is self-complacent. 
Self-complacency, which is the first 
fruit of superficial knowledge, easily 
hardens into self-assertion and arro- 
gance, the later second fruits. These 
are characteristics too evident in con- 
versation of many women of the pres- 
ent time.

ing their pleasure in the unrestrained 
stroll. In many instances the only rea- 
son why the girlie are not at home is 
because their mothers are not at home, 
consequently there is no home for the 
girls to be in. 


HOME AND THE CHILDREN AT 
HOME. 


Formerly women were too much in 
the home: the home was rendered 
homeless by the constancy and dulinere 
of their presence. Women have been 
much improved by going out of the 
home and the home much improved by 
their going out; but it is injured by 
their staying out too long. Mothers 
have no time to follow with dally care 
the progress and the interests of their 
own children, because they are mem- 
bers of committees that are looking 
after the interests and the progress of 
all children. 

Do not, gentle reader—if by this time 
I have one reader left, gentle or other- 
wise—imagine that I do not know that 
much has come to women, to every 
one related to them through their en- 
tering upon public service on commit- 
teer and boards. Through this women 
have learned to recognize the corfimon 
interests of all civiidren and the sense 
of solidarity of interests among all 
classes has been streagthened. Through 
this they have learned that their own 
children cannot be properly reared so 
long as the children of any class in 
the community are neglected. it is. 
however, a pity that in learning this 

women have become eso ab- 
sorbed as to practice ft to exces. 
Bringing up a child is an individual 
business. It cannot be done by 4 com- 
mittee; neither can children be brought 
up as soldiers are trained, in a squad 
or a battalion. The individual watch- 
fulness, the individual tuition, the daily 
conference with every member of the 
familg—this is the highest privilege of 
the, woman who sits at the center of 
any home. But, as I have said before, 
she must sometimes be found sitting at 
the center if she will enjoy this privi- 
lege, or if her children or her neigh- 
ey children are to reap the fruits 
of it. 

It is well that in a woman's club 
women should consider the literature 
appropriate for children; but it 16 m 
to carry that consideration to such an 
exhaustive degree that the women who 
write the papers and who lead the 
discussion on the best books for chil- 
dren shall be obliged to say that it has 
taken so much time to read up the cur- 
rent criticism on the subject. to read 
the books and present their views that, 
so far as their own children are con- 
cerned, they haven't read a single 
book with them for a year.” 

EVIL EFFECT ON MANNERS. . 

Qualities of mind express themselves 
in certain formal manners. Deference 
makes the boy lift his hat and bow his 
head; it leads the girl to stand in the 
presence of her superiors. Sympathy 
finds its natural expression in the ef- 
fort to bear other people's burdens, 
whether this can be done by yielding 
a seat in a car, lifting a market bas- 
ket. arresting one’s progress on his 
wheel, or slackening the pace of a 
horse as the rider approaches a cross- 
ing. Men and women do not do these 
things instinctively and without 
thought, unless in their childhood, by 
some patient mother or teacher, some 
woman in the center of the home in 
which they lived, there was constant 
training, both in the theory and the 
practice of high and gentile courtesy, 
for both the acquisition and the prac- 
tice of good manners require time. 

We deplore the competition 
which turns so large a percentage of 
American men into mere money-mak- 
ers and domestic cashiers. We are 
told that industrial conditions com- 
pel this; that no man is to such a 
degree a free man that he can modify 
his conditions and slacken his pace 
without falling out of the race. One 
has one’s own views upon this phase 
of the question, but they do not be- 
long to this chapter. 

ARE CHILDREN Croc'vING MORE 

UNRULY? 

The very existence, however, of his 
rush in the business world is an ex- 
hortation to calm „ the domestic 
world. The fact enjoins upon women 
their heightened duty. I have heard 
fine men, manly men, not too fas- 
tidious one would think, say that even, 
in going downtown to business they 
would go around a block to escape go- 
ing by a public school, because the 
manners of the boys and giris are so 
rude that they would rather lose the 
time than experience the irritation of 
witnessing them.

The early generations of its 
pupils had been valued by him as 
charming little neighbors; with them

EVIL EFFECT UPON SOCIETY. 

It is a curious reflection that the 
club, having for one of its uncon- 
fessed objects the training of women 
into a sense of equality with men, has 
resulted im producing a wider and 
deeper cleavage between men and 
women. It is a matter of comment 
among all travelers that there is less 
general society—that is, less society in 
which men and women meet for social 
interchange—in our country than in any 
other. As a matter of fact men are 
almost eliminated from society in the 
great middie class. While many other 
circumstances and conditions conduce 
to this separation of the sexes in o- 
ciety, the satisfaction which women 
have found im one another's company 
is a large element in the situation 
which may well be studied by sociolo- 

s. I believe it is necessary for the 
igher development of women that 
they should develop a capacity for en- 
joying one another apart from the 
society of men; but one can witness 
only with regret the increasing desire 
of men to hand over to their wives 
the duty of discharging all social obli- 
gations and the increasing complacency 
with which women accept the situa- 
tion. That men and women are both 
at their best in each other’s presence 
is. I believe, an incontestable fact. 
Women. having been accustomed to 
meeting in their clubs apart from men, 
have grown more indifferent to the 
presence of men in other social re- 
lations. Breakfasts, luncheons and aft- 
ernoon teas are among most sections 
of society necessarily limited to women 
by the fact that the hours given over 
to such functions are devoted by men 
to business. Dinners and evening par- 
ties grow less frequent in proportion 
to the increasing frequency of lunch- 
eons and afternoon teas: so the social 
functions which formerly brought men 
and women together socially are less 
frequently enjoyed than formerty. 

I have no doubt the effect of excusing 
men from their social obligations and 
permitting them to maintein their so- 
cial place largely through the vicarious 
efferts of their wives has as deteriorat- 
ing an effect upon then as it has upon 
women; but it is only to the effect upon 
the latter that I shall here refer. 
ELIMINATING MEN FROM 80.

The subjects of conversation are, to 
a degree, determined by the character 
of the company.

It t# the 
order of nature that each shall seek 
completion through the other. 
This is no more a fact on 
the physical plane than on the 
intellectual and social planes. All influ- 
ences that tend toward riving a sense 
of self-sufficiency, socially, to either 
sex is deteriorating to society. It is a 
matter of frequent remark that man- 
ners are deteriorating. And it is cer- 
tainly a matter of observation, to any 
one who observes, that easy familiar- 
ity has to a great degree rep’aced the 
deference and dignity which formerly 
characterized the highest standards. 
Camaraderie—the capacity of men 
without consciousness of sex—is a far- 


impossible that this ec*pacity shal: b> 
developed. in a sogiety where women 
meet so seldom with men, excepting 
with those who belong to thelr own 
families or their own most intimate 
circle. 
SOCIAL TENDENCY OF THE CLUB. 
I believe that the doctrine of social- 
ism, which it seems to me clear is of 
the essence of Christiantty, is destined 
to grow and to find its ample and jegit- 
imate application. Through their work 
in clubs the women who theoretically 
deny and reject socialism have done 
much to hasten its arrival and prepare 
its welcome. to my mind, is good: 
but a consciousness of what they are 
doing would enable them to escape 
some of its atetndant injurious effects. 
Perhaps such a consciousness requipes 
for its awakening the influence of in- 
dependent study and solitary thought. 
One often hears this question: hat 
will be the outcome of the club move- 
ment? The field of prophecy is beset 
by difficulties. I do not care to enter 


good and bad, I have tried to 
show. This, like all other movements, 
will probably pass into the next p ° 
leaving no definite, measurable results, 
and chiefly valuable as leading to the 
next step. What the next phase of so- 
clological expression will be I am not 
bold enough to try to state; but with- 
out professing to be a discerner of 
times. it is easy to see that all the 
signs point to an expansion of social- 
ism; one may not say to the intro- 
duction of socialism, because socialism 
already has large expression in many 
of our institutions. I believe that one 
element in the preparation of soctety 
for the wider application of socialistic 
principles is the club movement, one 
evil effect of which is the expansion 
and the: weakening of ties. I do not 
believe that the multiplication of tles 
necessarily leads to the weakening of 
any of them; bu it naturally does thts 
unless there is an open recognition of 
the tendency and a steady effort of will 
applied under the spur of conscience to 
withstand the tendency. 
LIMITATIONS TO BE RECOGNIZED 
Do I counsel abandoning the club? 
No: I desire not its abandonment put 
its development. The first condition of 
its wise development is a recognition 
of its limitations, of its proper piace, 
of its relation to other social institu- 
tions. The club should offer in its dis- 
cussiong examples of accurate and die- 
gant speech; it should be the pro- 
moter of refined manners, the creator 
of an exacting standard of literary 
criticlem. It should realize its fune- 
tions as a means t relaxation, and, 
above all, it should recognise i'eelf ce a 
means, not as an end. It should cease 
to exaggerate its achievements; it 
should bear in mind that c'ub women 
do not constitute a distinct goclal or

A REAL BOHEMIA. 


Quaint Village Near New York, In- 
habited by Bohemians — Primitive 
Ways of the Inhabitants. . 
[New York Sun:] One of the quaint- 
est places to be found near New York 
city is the village of Bohemia, which 
lies a few miles from Stony Brook, 
A prosperous village on the Long Island 


Bohemians who maintain in the heart 
of Long Island the customs, manners, 
language and prejudices of their na- 
tive land. 

There are about three hundred - 
habitants in the village. It has one 
main street, on which are shops and 
stories with the names of the proprietors | 
and the character of the business 
marked in words that appear de 
made up mostly of consonants. 

The inhabitants seem primitive in 
many ways. The men wear the heavy 
shoes, short jckets and caps of the 
European Bohemia and the women 
wear the wooden shoes of their father- 
land and go bareheaded. A New 
Yorker who happens suddenly to fall 
in among these people can scarcely 
believe he is still on Long Island. The 
men are mostiy farmers, some work- 
ing tracts which they own and which 
lie beyond the village. Others work 
for American farmers in the ne!ghbor- 
top. They are sober and industrious 
and hard times have never struck the 
village. 

Here on a Sunday afternoon the peo- 
ple give themselves up to amusement. 
The music sounds strange to the 
Americans, but it is that of the an- 
client kingdom. The villagers gather 
in the public dance halis and young 
and old dance and make merry. The 
provisions of the Sunday liquor law do 
not seem to apply to the villege, and 
between the dances the hop brew and 
wines of the old country pass freely 
around. While the men are citi- 
zens, still, there is more ta of the 
happenings in the country across the 
see than of what is going on in the | 
United States. 

One of the most prominent features 
of the village is a monument erected 
to John Huss. It stands near the vil- 
lage church. Recently the monument 
has fallen into decay. Some of the 
leaders of the village have started a 
fund to repair it. ,

The attempt to serve two masters has 
always signally failed.

SMALLPOX CASES. 

Pasadena has a case of smallpox, the 
first for many years, but it is so well 
quarantined and the Board of Health 
has taken such action that there is Ut 
tle danger of it spreading. The victim 
of the disease is the sixteen-year-old 
daughter of Rev. Crabbe, a minister of 
the Holiness Church, who came to Pas- 
adena from Pomona about two months 
ago, and whose home is at No. 796 Un- 
nols street. How the disease was con- 
tracted is not known. A son of Mr. 
Crabbe came home from Pomona two 
weeks ago, and was ill at his father's 
house for several days, but he recov- 
ered and returned to work. The young 
lady was taken in last Thursday, with 
chickenpox, it was thought, but it wae 
learned later to be smallpox, and the 
disease now is confluent on the face, 
but less aggravated on the body. A 
six-year-old sister, the father and 
nurse all have been exposed, but it is 
thought the precautionary measures 
which have been taken will prevent a 
spread of the contagion. None of the 
family ever had been vaccinated, but 
virus now has been administered, and 
the residents in the neighborhood also 
are applying to the Board of Health for 
preventive treatment.

Queen Regent Alludes to Fact That 
Regency Will End Next Year—Good 


Relations with South America Desired. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M} 

MADRID, June 11.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Queen Regent, accompanied 
by the King. opened the Cortes today. 
The speech from the throne alluded to 
this being the last time she will open 
Parliament, as the regency terminates 
next year. Foreign relations are pro- 
nounced to be excellent. The govern- 
ment would specially devote itself to 
cultivating good relations with the 
Spanish-American countries. Steps had 
been taken toward concluding commer- 
cial treaties with Argentina and other 
South American States.

A bill 
dealing with the religious orders and 
declaring which were legal and which 
would not be tolerated would be intro- 
duced. Army and navy reorganization 
bills would also be introduced.

‘IRON GATES OF DANUBE. 


It Has Cost Twelve Million Florins 
to Blast a Channel Through Them. 


How This is Navigated. 

{London Daily Mail:] For centuries 
the navigation on the Danube, the 
largest river of Europe next to . 
Volga. was greatly hampered by t 
so called Iron Gates, a celebrated defile 


in the river at the confines of Hungary, 


Servia and Roumania. At this place 

the river is crossed from shore to shore 

on a lengthof about 8000 feet by rocky 

and many a ship went aground 

i the Iron Gates, which always had 

been a terror to all navigators. It is 

the most magnificent and greatest 
river defile in the whole of Europe 

the years of 1890 to 1896 a 

schéme was carried out here which in- 


‘volved immense difficulties. A canal 


275 feet wide and 7 feet deep was cut 
through the rocks of the Iron Gates. 
No less than 14,000,000 cubic feet of 
rocky masses had to be blasted and 
more than 50,000,000 cubic feet of stone 
and earth had to be excavated. A 
greater number of dams, of a combined 
length of 35,000 feet, had to built to pro- 
tect the canal. The completion of this 
this work amounted to about 12,000,000 
florins. Sincethe conmietion of this 
canal the navigation on the river has 
steadily increased, and thousands of 
steamers and barks now sail every year 
down to the Black Sea. 

One drawback, however, remained. 
The current in the Iron Gates is im- 
mense, averaging from 14 to 18 feet per 
second, and it was especially difficult 
for the heavy laden ships to steam up- 
stream through the gates or to tow the 
barges against the current. It was 
therefore decided to build a special wire 
rope steamer for the purpose of towing 
ships through the defile. The steamer 
was built at Budapest and has re- 
sently been put on the river. The 
Vasapu, as the steamer is named, is 
entirely built of steel. It has a length 
of 1836 feet, is 25% feet broad, its 
draught being 5.44 feet. It is divided 
into nine watertight compartments and 
has a double bottom, so that even in the 
case of a serious assident the oan 
will not sink.
